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NOW BOYCOTTS GENERAL MILLS 


The National Organization for Women has 
asked all local chapters of NOW to partici- 
pate in the boycott of General Mills and its 
subsidiaries which was begun by Minneapolis 
NOW and The Urban League. 


General Mills, with over one billion dol- 
lars in sales last year and 32,500 employees, 
failed to include women in its management 
trainee program and only found space for 
one black (male). 


In order to impress upon them the neces- 
sity to hire women and of the buying power 
of women, National has asked that all mem- 
bers immediately stop buying General Mills 
products. Also when you find General Mills 
products in a store be sure you inform the 
store manager that you will not buy these 
products and why you will not buy them.

DECEMBER BOARD MEETING 


The Board met December 19 at 459 Clip- 
per St. Committee reports can be found 
elsewhere in the newsletter. 


National NOW is planning an action 
against the Bell Telephone System, an em- 
ployer notorious throughout the country for 
its sexist personnel policies. The San Fran- 
cisco Chapter wishes to support this action 
while giving recognition to the efforts of 
Pacific Telephone in California in establish- 
ing and implementing their Affirmative Ac- 
tion Program. After some discussion, it was 
decided to send a letter to National NOW 
expressing both appreciation of the progress 
made by the phone company here and our 
intention to watch Pacific Telephone closely 
for further improvement. A copy of this let- 
ter will be directed to Pacific Telephone and 
to other California NOW chapters. 


There was also discussion of a proposed 
national boycott of General Mills. General 
Mills is a giant corporation which fosters a 
sexist image of women in its advertising and 
discriminates in hiring and promotion of wo- 
men employees, despite the fact that women 
are the chief customers for its products. 
Jayne Townsend was asked to compile a list 
of the products and holdings of General 
Mills. This list appears in the article concern- 
ing the boycott in this issue of the news- 
letter. 


President- Diane Watson reported on the 
efforts of a San Francisco group to establish 
a drop-in child-care center for shoppers at 
Ghirardelli Square. Ghirardelli Square made 
the space available, but the State Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare would not license the 
facility on the incredible basis that every 
child using the center would first be required 
to submit a medical certificate. This illus- 
trates the kind of difficulties encountered in 
any attempt to provide day-care and child- 
care. Action in this area will be directed to- 
ward state legislation. A NOW Committee on 
Children’s Centers is being formed—please 
refer to the Calendar for meeting time and 
place. 


The Board also discussed the proposed 
chapter budget for 1973. Details of the bud- 
get will be presented to the membership at 
the General Meeting on January 9.
